WASHlNGTON-(/P)— Total income 


of Southern cotton growers from the 
833 crop was estimated Thursday by 
the Farm Administration at more than 
twice that received in 1932. 


This figure includes rental payments 


and potential option profits, the Crop 
Reporting Board of the Department of 
Agriculture said. 


The farm value of Unt cotton for the 


1933 season was pkleed by the board 
at $617,716,000 as compared with 5317,- 
861,000 in 1932. 


In addition to the lint cotton value, 


rental payments totaling $111,528,000 
have been distributed and 
farmers 


who participated in the plow-up pro- 
gram last summer are now receiving 
about $48,000,000 in profits on cotton 
options which they held. 


The income from cottonseed in 1933 


was estimated at $79,532,000 compared 
with 5125,488,000 in 1932.

vendors can buy only from county 
dispensaries, whose prices have arous- 
ed a general resentment. The license 
itself oosta $500. 


Nearly all the "best" clubs object- 


ed to charging their members 35 to 40 
cents a drink, which they said would 
be necessary, little better than pre- 
repeal speakpasy prices.
